Subject.'— Import of Fruits, dried, salted or preserved all sorts, N.O.S, excluding 
Dates (S. No. 21(a)(il)/IV), (ii) Dotes (S. No. 21(b)/IV). (Hi) Medical Herbs 
(Crude’drugs) (S. No. 87-109'IV), (iv) Asafoetida (S. No. 31(b)/V) and 
other Miscellaneous Items from IRAN during January — June, 1974, 

No. 25-rrC(PN)/74.—It has been decided to grant licences for Import of varioua 
commodities from Iran during January—June, 1974 to the established importers, 
having past Imports within the prescribed basic years, as shown against each Item 
In Annexure I to this Public Notice. The licensing policy for each Item has been 
indicated In column 6 of the aforesaid Annexure, 

2. The established importers, eUgIble in terms of the current policy may submit 
their applica'tipns to the respective licensing authbrlty viz. Joint Chief Controller 
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of Imports & jSxports, Bombay or Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, 
(Central Licensing Area), New Delhi on or before the 18th March, 1974 in the 
usual form and manner. No past import documents are required to be produced, 
provided such documents were submitted to the licensing authority concerned In 
the past and were accepted by them for issue of licences for import of commodities 
from Iran, indicated In Annexure I. They should, however, quote details of 
licences obtained In the preceding two periods. Where, however, the e.stabllshed 
importers are applying for the first time, they are required to produce unimpeach¬ 
able documents relating to past imports from Iran in re.spect of the items as in 
Annexure I for any one year within the prescribed basic years. 

3. It has also been decided that the imports, who are eligible in terms of 
Annexure II to this PubUc Notice will also be granted licences for import of dry 
fruits only from Iran on equal value basis. They may submit their applications 
for import of dw fruits only from Iran for January—June, 1974 licensing period 
to .loint Chief (jontroUer of Imports & Exports, (Central Licensing Area), New 
Delhi bn or before the 18th March, 1974, in the usual form and manner, complete 
in all respects. 

4. The minimum value of licences for dry fruits will be Rs. 3,000, It has also 
been decided that those Established Importers who were granted minimum value 
licences for Rs. 3,000 for import of dry fruits from Iran, when the quota percentage 
was 10 per cent, wiU continue to get minimum value licences for Rs. 3,000 not 
withstanding the fact that the guota percentare has now been reduced to 8 per 
cent. The minimum value of licences for dates, Asafoetida and gums & resins, 
licensable on quota percentage basis, wlU be Rs. 500 for the half year. It Is, 
however, clarified that In the case of transfer/division of quota by established 
Importers relating to above cases, the succeeding parties will be entitled to get 
licences In proportion to their share In approved quota of the original firm aa 
provided In para 45(2) of the I.T.C. Hand Book of Rules & Procedure, 1973-74. 
Where the licences are Issued on equal value basis In terms of tWB Public Ncrtlce, 
thf( lentltlement tof each party is to be divided proportionately among the aplit-up 
concerns of the parent firm, In case of transfer/division of quota rights. 

5. It may be noted that no double benefit will be given in respect of dry fruits, 
which is permitted for import both under Annexure I and Annexure II, The 
applicants for dry fruits should submit only one application ^ber ih terms of 
Annexure I or In terms of Annexure II; and they should clearly mention in their 
application that they have applied in one capacity only and not under both. 


6. Established Importers, holding quota certificates for Crude Drugs on (^neral 
Currency Area^ which Includes Iran, who are desirous of claiming licences under 
this policy, have to have past Imports of Crude Drugs from Iron In a different basic 
year than the one for which they hold quota certificates on General Currency 
Area. Evidence to this effect should be produced to the licensing authority, so 
that no double benefit accrues In respect of the same past Imports. 

7. Licensing will be done within the monetary limit fixed for each Item. All 
Incomplete applications are Uable to be rejected. 


8. Import licences granted In eligible cases will be valid for Import from Iran 
either by Sailing vessels or Land route. In the case of dry fruits, Iplport will alM 
be allowed by Steamships upto the full face value of the licence and Such Imports 
will be on c.i.f. basis. In the calte of ‘Dates’ Import should ^ efledted by filing 
vessels or Land route upto 60 per cent of the face value of the llceiices and the 
balance 40 per cent by other means, viz. Steamship; If the llcenaees so desire, at 
any time during the validity period of the licences. 


9. Import licences issued in pursuance of this Public Notice will be vaUd fo* 
six months and wiU not be extended. 


10. The provisions of paragraph 84(1) and 84(2) of Section I of the Import Trade 
Control Policy Book (Vol, I) for the period April 1973—-March 1974, relating to 
minimum and maximum value of licences wIU not apply to the Ucences issued 
In terms al this PubUc Notice.
